The fictitious name statutė was recently ckanged by the 1951 
Legislature and the News has the necessary forms for proper registra- 
tion and advertising. 


The charge for adverüsing the notice the neċessary four times 
is $15.. 


As amended by the 1951 session, the law reads as follews: 


“Tt shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 

: _ shal! be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration - 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed © 
' by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
-. those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to in business under a fictitious . name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 


in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac-. 
cepted by the ċlerk of the circuit court except: upon receiving 
-proof of such publication.” -
